Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applciants representative and the examiner continued to discuss 
thecurrent 112 2nd paragraph rejection based on the use of those acetoacetyl-CoA reductases that "participate" versus 
those that "can participate" in a poly-beta-hydroxy fatty acid biosynthesis system. In the previous rejection the 
examiner questioned if there was a difference in those that "pasrticipate" versus those that "can participate". 
Applicant's representative stated that she did not believe there was a difference. Based on this the examiner 
suggested that applicants remonv the word "can" form "can participate". The examiner still questioned if there exists 
those acetoacetyl-CoA reductases which do not participate in the poly-beta-hydroxy fatty acid biosynthesis system. 
And while applicants' representative believed that there were, she was not certain. Applicants representative noted 
that applicants were agreeable to inserting the enzyme class number, "(EC 1 .1 .1 .36)" to more clearly describe the 
acetoacetyl-CoA reductases to be used in the claimed invention, to which the examiner suggested would help to more 
clearly describe the enzyme used. .
